Hetch Hetchy Dum 
barton jiipe crossing will be 
brought by the Spring Valley 
Water Company and Will flow 
into the Crystal Springs re.servoir 
’Phe cit.v will take over the pipe 
for its own use when water from 
Hetch Hetchy is available. 

.Moccasin Creek power house Is 
now being roofed, machinery, elec 
trical eiiuipment and generators 
are bi-ing installed under the city’s 
direction, "and by the 1st of 
March. 1925, the schedule is to 
have the power house ready for 
operation,” says O’Shaughnessy. 

The city engineer promises 
that by March 1. 1925, the first 
Hetch Hetchy hydro-electric power 
will come over the transinlssion 
lines to Newark. An army of 
1,(1110 men is rushing the work.

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THE FIGHT FOR HIGHWAYS 


Information on Several Projects of Local In 
terest Will Be Discussed and Plans 
Made for Their Promotion in 
Meeting Here Tonight 


Bay Counties in Their Present Campaign 
Are Displaying Commendable Unity 
and Enterprise 


In ca.">e the goveriKir'.s coniinittcc nf nine 
shinilrl fail to rcconinicnd all of the pio]>o-cil 
con.striKtion embraced in the |)rograin backed 
by 11 bay counties, it will be llirough no 
fault of the state highway coninii.ssion or 
any of the official anti civic bodies td' the 
counties endorsing the program. In the 
campaign conducted by the re])resentatives 
of the 11 counties, with the co-o])eration 
of the state highway commi.ssion, we have 
hatl a stellar e.xample of unity and energy in- 
an inter-community enterprise. 

The program outlined by the highway com¬ 
missioners takes good care of the most jtress- 
ing road needs of the state that seem to 
have logical claim ff)r state financing. There 
are other road needs in all iiarts of the ^tate 
jnirely local in significance and oth.ers of 
more general im])ortance that would cau'e 
less ])ublic inconvenience if delayed for an¬ 
other time. The highway commission ha- 
given as full study to the road needs of the 
state a.s the committee of nine, and a |)npgram 
given such enthusiastic backing by the com¬ 
missioners as the one here discu-sed certainly 
should have a strong advaiilage. when recom- 
mendatious to the legislature are advanced. 

While Chairman Harvey M. Tf)y of the 
highway commission states that "there is 
reason and good argument for eaeh of the 
11 ])rojects asked.” he has reiterate'l freiiiient- 
ly and bjrcefully his belief that the liayshore 
highway jiroposal is the. most important of 
all. He said specifically on this [joint in his 
final address to the committee of nine;

.^an l-'ranciscc) has the [joorest state highw:i> 
service of any large city in .\merica. TJnly 
$47,OOf) state fund' ha\e been spent in .'san 
Francisco county on roads. Humboldt county 
and Los .Angeles county have received over 
$4,000.CXX) each. .Ml other large .\merican 
cities have fnjin six to 12 federal highway . 
.'san l-'rancisco has two federal aid road-.” 

In these remarks Chairman Toy is littering 
no idle words. They are backed by the fact-. 
.And when it is realized what [Jolitical opjjosi- 
tion the highway commissioner is courting 
from .Southern California in boldly declaring 
these views, the public will have admiration 
for his courage, as well as for hi- judgment 
and energy as revcale'l in this campaign. 

Let us trust that the ccjtnmittee of nine 
will exhibit thse same traits and to as great 
a degree when making its re[jort to the 
legislattire.

Pasturage conditions in San Ma¬ 
teo county are estimated to be 
60 per cent of a normal by tbe 
California Co-Operative Crop Re¬ 
porting Service The state aver¬ 
age on November 1 was about 60 
per cent of normal as comparoil 
with S'} on November 1 of last 
year. Ho\?eve.', rains which have 
falien in the county since the es¬ 
timates were made have greatly 
improved pastures. 

The hay acreage of San Mateo 
county is 9,700 acres. During the 
past few weeks conditions have 
been generally favorable for agri¬ 
culture throughout the state. The 
rice harvest and bean threshing 
were delayed to some extent by 
the rains but no serious damage 
seems to have resulted. Fruit 
harvesting, with the exception of 
cleaning up the grape crop,, has 
been completed. Rains have been 
beneficial in placing tbe soil in 
condition for plowing and grain 
seeding, which has progressed rap¬ 
idly on the coast.

Provision at state expense fori 
abolition of grade crossings 
throughout California is recoin-1 
mended by the California StatOj 
Bailroad Commission in the letter 
of transmissal accompanying its'! 
annual report to the governor, j 

The letter says on this subject: 

“One of the most serious prob¬ 
lems confronting the state, and 
one which the railroad commission 
believes should be stressed at this 
time, is that of financing the sep¬ 
aration of grades, and the abolish¬ 
ment of dangerous grade crossings 
throughout California. 

“The public interest demands 
that measures be taken for relief 
from this growing hazard to traf¬ 
fic, with its resulting toll of life 
and properly. The railroad com¬ 
mission has devoted a i^reat deal 
of time and attention to the grade 
crossing problem, and has ordered 
numerous separations of grades at 
the more important grade cross¬ 
ings, where conditions demanded 
immediate relief, but despite the 
efforts of the commission the 
number of grade crossings has 
grown steadily. 

“Two causes have contributed 
in recent years to render the grade 
crossing problem acute, namely, 
the rapid growth in population of 
the stale, and the extraordinary 
development in automobile trans¬ 
portation. 

“The demands of business, due 
to the development of the state, 
have necessitated the building of 
many new crossings of the public 
hlgliways and the railroads. Ile- 
fore the tremendous increase in 
automobile transportation made it¬ 
self felt, the grade crossing was a 
local problem. Traffic was largely 
local on the highways, and It was 
agreed that where separation of 
grades between a liighway and a 
railroad was necessary it was a 
lo< al improvement, and that por¬ 
tion of tile expense of such grade 
separation that woiihi norinally 
be borne by the fiublic should be 
assessed locally. That the carrier 
should bear a large iiortion of the 
of the cost (d’ gra'de seiiaiatioiis 
was also conceded. 

“f'ondltlons of Iraffic have now 
changed radically, and where for¬ 
merly most of the traffic on the 
highways was strictly local, oral 
most was confined to the particu¬ 
lar county In which the grade 
crossing was located, now the 
highway traffic Is of a statewide 
nature.
